TREATY SIGN}D 50 YEARS AGO? 4), greatest celebration Gleichen has 


Good old Chief Weasel Calf las 
Thursday eveing passed awny to the 
happy hunting grounds, after being 
a chief of the Blackfoot Indian Na- 
tions for more than fifty long years, 
at the age of 83 years. 

That afternoon Agent George H, 
Gooderham called on the old chief- 
tain at his tepee on the reserve south 
of Cluny, which was his habit of do- 
ing whenever his duties took him ty 
that vicinity. He said Weasel Calf 
then seumed quite cheerful and it 
was with surprise he larned next 
morning of his death. Mr, Good- 
erham expressed real sorrow for the 
old chief’s bereavement and stated he 
felt he had lost a real friend, and suic 
he had been of great assistance to hin 
in dealing with the Indians, all of 
whom had the greatest respect fot 
Weasel Calf and listened to his coun- 
sel in nearly all important matter: 
Mr. Gooderham said Weasel Calf wa: 
one of the those old Indian chiefs wi 
read of who had ability and splendic 
reasoning powers, and all used un- 
selfishly for the best interests of his 
people. 

Weasel Calf was always greeted a: 
a “chief”, but he was not a loca. 
chief. When a young” man hi: 
friends thought so much of him tha 
they asked that he be made a Chief o, 
the Blackfoot Nations of Canada 
which request was finally granted anc 
recognized by the Dominisn Govern- 
ment, and he was one of the chiefs 
who acted on four treatites, and was 
the very last of the Nations chiefs. 
and witnessed the signing of the 
Treaty on September 22nd, 1897, 

He had been ailing for some months 
and his ill health coupled with a 
wound he received years ago was the 
cause of his death, He spent a 
couple of months in the Indian Hos- 
pital at Gleichen, but as little could 
be done for him he asked to be taken 
to his own tepee. He knew the enc 
was near, ut cheerful. His request 
was that he be buried along side of 
his old friend the great Chief Crow- 
foot—where his remains now rest. 

The Diamond Jubilee committee 
had fully expected to have this fine 
old chieftain in the procession July 
1st, and his absence will be missed 
by all. 

It was sincerely hoped among the 
agence official here that Weasel Calf 
wold have lived to see the 50th An- 
nivarsary celebration of the signing 
of the treaty on Sept, 22nd, next. 

Weasel Calf will be greatly missed 
among his people. He was a char- 
acter who had lieen well know here 
and in the U.S. A., a great friend of 
Colonel Stanford of Great Falls Mion- 
tana, who from time to time used to 

visit him, but who nearly a year agc 
predeceased his Indian friend, In 
his religion, Weasel Calf adhered very 
much to his old Indian customs, He 
leaves a wife behind as well as a sor

WORK” PROGRESSING 
. RAPIDLY ON H. B. R 
f= 

More than eleven hundred work- 
men, with ten work trains and a full 
complement of equipment are being 
used this year in the rehababilitation 
and construction work on the Hudson 
Bay Railway, it was announced by 
officers of the construction depart- 
ment of Candaian National Railways 
which has the work in hand. The 
end of steel is now at Limestone 
River, Mile 350. In addition to re- 
conditioning the track which was in 
existence prior to the present work 
being started in the spring of 1926, 
eighteen miles of new track has also 
been laid. By the end of the pre- 
sent year it is expected work will be 
finished on the Limestome River 
bridge and the line extended to a 
point some miles beyond this crossing. 

When the work of reconditioning 
the Hudson Bay Railway was begun 
in 1926, the line was being operated 
as far as Mile 214, Track was laid 
to Mile 382, but before any work on 
the extension could be made, the part 
already built had to be repaired and 
brought into condition for the opera- 
tion of trains. Most of the ties ori- 
ginally used were rotted and useless 
and these needed replacement. In 
many sections the line had settled ser- 
iously and this had to be reballasted, 
the bulk of the ballast being haulea 
in by trains, 

During the season of 1926 as many 
as 900 men with ecight work trains 
were employed. During the season 
of 1927 and to date the number of 
men employed has exceeded 1100 and 
as many as 10 work trains with a 
proper complement of working equip- 
ment have been used,

In Much Capital 


“One of the striking features about 
settlement which has taken place in 
the west during the spring of this 
year has been the amount of capital |¥ 
held by newcomers,” stated W. D. 
Robb, vice-president in charge of col- 
onization of the Canadian National 
Railways, who with Dr. W. J. Black 
director of that branch of the com 
pany's affairs arrived in Winnipeg 
from Montreal. “Two months 
ago,” said Mr, Robb, “it was estimat 
ed that more than a million dollars ir 
ready cash had been in the hands of 
settlers reaching Winnipeg and that 
amount has necessarily been increas- 
ed by those arriving since. These 
people will be most valuable assests 
in the development of the country and 
in time will become useful and pros- 
Pperous citizens, 

Mr. Robb pointed out that the ef- 
forts of the organigation had beer 
directed upon family settlement work 
to a considerable degree and that 
this year it had been successful in 
securing both from the old land anc 
the United States, some of the finest 
type of settlers ever brought to Can. 
ada. He stated that the Canadiar 
National Railways had been able tc 
bring in a greatly increased number 
of land settlers from Denmark and 
Holland, as well as from Britian and 
the States. The number from Den. 
mark alone had increased nearly 
three times over that of last year, h« 
said, 

Attention was drawn by Mr. Robt 
to the new undertaking upon which 
the Canadian National Railways are 
embarking this year, the develop- 
ment of markets abroad for the pro- 
duce of the farm. To stimulate this 
and to interest the farmers directly 
in this phase of agriculture, he stated 
the company is organizing market- 
ing tours to Europe, the first to leave 
next January, These are being pro- 
vided at a minimum cost and the far- 
mers will be under the direction of 
an expert marketing guide.
